Mr  Mayor  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  upon  matters  affecting  the  Public 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1958*  The  various  items  are 
dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  Report*  It  is  customary, 
however,  to  summarise  the  main  points  in  the  Preface* 

Population 

For  the  seventh  successive  year  there  has  been  an  increase, 
albeit  small,  in  the  estimated  population.  The  population  of  the 
Borough  has  increased  by  1,074  since  1947* 


Births, 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1958  is  the  highest  since  1947*  The 
Rate  is  much  higher  than  the  National  Birth  Rate, 

A certain  number  of  still-births  still  occur*  There  has 
been  a small  decrease,  however,  over  the  preceding  year.  The  Still 
Birth  Rate  for  the  Borough  compares  most  favourably  with  the 
National  Rate* 

The  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  in  the  Borough  is  also  much 
lower  than  the  National  Rate* 

General  Death  Rate, 

There  was  a further  slight  rise  in  the  General  Death  Rate, 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  Borough,  however, 
is  exactly  the  same  os  that  for  the  whole  of  England  & Wales* 

The  tendency,  over  the  past  few  years,  has  been  for  the 
General  Death  Rate  to  increase*  This  is  fairly  general  throughout 
the  Country,  and  is  attributed  to  the  increasing  proportion  of 
elderly  people  in  the  Community*  The  essential  point  is  that  it 
does  not  really  matter  how  high  the  Death  Rate  is,  providing  that 
the  age-group  affected  is  J0+  years# 

Deaths  from  Cancer, 

Deaths  from  Cancer,  in  the  Borough,  fluctuate  from  year 
to  year.  The  number  is  high  for  the  year  in  question,  giving  a 
Cancer  Death  Rate  somewhat  higher  that  the  National  Rate* 

There  is  no  statistical  evidence  tnat  lung  Cancer  is  on 
the  increase. 

Deaths  of  Children  under  1 year. 

There  were  only  2 Infant  Deaths  during  the  year,  giving 
a low  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  Generally  speaking,  there  has  been 
a steady  decrease  in  Infant  Deaths  over  the  pasfj  12  years,  in  the 
Borough, 

The  majority  of  deaths  which  do  occur  are  during  the  first 
few  weeks  of  life,  i,e,  the  neo-natal  period. 

Violent  & Accidental  Deaths, 

There  is  an  annual  fluctuation  in  these  deaths.  The  number 
for  1958(9),  is  the  highest  recorded  over  the  past  1 2 years. 

Accidents  in  the  Home  & and  on  the  Roads  are  the  sources 
of  danger,  and  a great  deal  of  education  as  to  their  basic  causes 
is  still  required. 

No  suicide  or  homocide  was  recorded  during  the  year. 
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Infectious  Diseases, 

Apart  from  Measles  there  was  practically  no 
incidence  of  Infectious  Disease.  The  great  improvement  in  Hygiene, 
combined  with  modern  therapy,  has  p ractieally  eliminated  serious 
infection.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  a wide  range  of  preventative 
innoculations  available  to  children.  Details  of  these  are  given 
in  the  body  of  the  Report* 

Tuberculosis. 

Fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continue 
to  be  notified.  There  has  not,  however,  been  a death  attributed 
to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  for  the  past  5 years. 

Non  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  non-existent 
for  the  past  3 years.  The  County  is  a Glean  Milk  area,  and  milk 
for  home  consumption  is  practically  lOC^o  from  attested  herds*  In 
addition  a large  proportion  is  heat-treated. 

Disposal  of  Sewage 

The  unsatisfactory  disposal  of  sewage  has  been 
reiterated  for  many  years.  This  is  the  major  public  health  problem 
in  th©  Borough. 

Disposal  of  ^efus en 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  over  the 
past  12  months  in  the  matter  of  household  refuse  bins*  There  is, 
still,  however,  further  room  for  improvement. 

Improved  Tipping  is  eagerly  awaited,  present 
Tipping  very  unsatisfactory. 

M ilk  Supplie s 

Routine  sampling  again  revealed  a very  high 
standard  in  the  hygiene  of  milk  handling  & dis tribut ion^ 

Water  Supplies, 

Water  supplies  continue  to  be  adequate  and  of 
high  bacteriological  standard.  The  new  Service  Reservoir  at 
Portfield  Gate  has  eliminated  many  former  pressure  problemsc 


Ice  Cream 


The??e  has  been  a vast  improvement  in  the  hygienic 
handling  of  Ice  Cream,  Routine  sampling  revealed  90 % satisfactory 
samples. 


General  Food  Control, 

Inspections  are  carried  out  to  maintain  the 
standard  required  in  premises  which  now  co,ply  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  There  is  a difficulty  in  regard  to  food  stalls  at  the 
May  & October  Fairs.  Stall  owners  have  been  warned  in  advance  of 
the  standard  of  hygiene  expected  from  them,  and  warning  letters 
have  been  issued  to  all  stallholders. 

Meat  Inspections. 

There  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  animals  passing  through  the  Slaughterhouse  in  the  past  years.  The 
volume  of  work  is  approaching  what  it  was  under  centralised 
slaughtering.  Unfortunately  the  premises  are  not  structurally 
suitable  to  deal  with  the  volume  of  work,  as  will  be  required  to 
comply  with  modern  regulations.  There  has  also  been  a lack  of 
appreciation  of  the  hygienic  aspects. 

There  is  a challenge  here,  to  the  Council,  to  run 
a modern  abattoir  which  would  be  a credit  to  the  Borough,  and  an 
example  to  the  rest  of  the  County, 

Housing.  The  Council  has  an  excellent  post-war  housing 

record.  There  are  still,  however,  over  300  applications  outstanding 
for  re-housing,  apart  from  slum  clearance. 
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Litter, 

Litter  is  a problem  of  the  age  in  which  we  live.  The  only 
real  improvement  will  arise  from  the  education  of  children,  both 
in  the  home  and  at  School, 


The  routine  control  of  public  health  problems  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  whom  I wish  to  thank 
for  their  efforts  during  the  year.  Other  departments  of  fche  Council, 
particularly  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  are  also  essential  to  the 
high  standard  of  Public  Health,  & appreciation  is  expressed  to  them 
for  the  excellent  job  they  are  doing. 

Thanks  is  due  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  his  staff,  for  continued  co-operation  in  routine 
sampling. 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation  at  all  times,  special 
reference  is  made  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  & Housing  Committees 
with  whom  I an  chiefly  concerned.

Discussion* 


The  General  Death  Rate  was  slightly  higher  than  the 
previous  year.  The  Rate,  however,  is  exactly  the  same  as  the 
National  Rate. 

The  trend  over  the  past  few  years  is  for  the  Death  Rate, 
General  Death  Rate  to  gradually  increase.  This  is  probably  due 
to  the  increasing  proportion  of  eldeely  people  in  the  community# 
There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
attributable  to  Cancer#  This  resulted  in  a Cancer  Death  Rate  of 
2. 4,  as  compared  with  a National  Rate  of  2.0*  The  increase  was 
not  accounted  for  by  Lung  Cancer,  as  only  one  death  was  attributable 
to  this  form  of  Cancer,  n.  study  of  the  Comparison  Table  shows  that 
there  has  been  considerable  fluctuation  in  Cancer  Deaths  over  the 
past  1 2 years*  No  definite  trend  can  be  established  from  the 
Table* 


There  is  no  statistical  evidence  that  Lung  Cancer  is  on 
the  increase  in  the  Borough* 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was,  for  the  second  successive 
year,  well  below  the  National  Rate.  Study  of  the  Comparison 
Table  shows  a decreasing  trend  in  Infant  Deaths  since  i947»  The 
vast  majority  of  Infant  Deaths  occur  during  the  first  few  weeks 
of  life.  This  is  known  as  the  neo-natal  period. 

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  accidental 
Deaths  over  the  preceding  year*  Accidents  in  the  Home  and 
accidents  on  the  roads  account  for  most  of  the  un-natural  or 
violent  deaths* 

A great  deal  more  education  regarding  the  basic  causes 
of  home  & road  accidents  is  required*

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  has  been  extended  to  the  age 
of  25  years.  The  supply  of  vaccine  is  still  somewhat  restricted*  When 
supplies  are  un-limited,  the  probability  is  that  there  will  be  no  age 
limit  for  vaccination.  The  recommended  course  for  injections  for 
Polio  vaccination,  at  present,  is  as  follows :- 
1st  Injection. 

2nd  Injection,  after  interval  of  3-4  weeks, 

3rd  Injection,  after  interval  of  12  months,

There  was  an  increase  in  the  fresh  cases  %£  notified 
during  the  year*  The  number  of  fresh  cases  has  fluctuated 
considerably  each  year  since  1947>  hut  the  general  tendency  has 
been  towards  reduction* 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  for 
the  5th  successive  year.  This  indicates  that,  in  spite  of  fresh  cases, 
modern  treatment  of  the  diseasse  is  successful® 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  School  children  over  the  age 
13  fczears , continues.  Approximately  5~600  children  are  being 
vaccinated,  in  the  County,  each  year*

The  present  ailoca-Gion 
is  400.000  gallons  per  day.  This  Water  is  a typical  up !« nd^ surface 
water,  being  soft  and  somewhat  acid.  It  is  relative!:/  tree 
pollution,  and  passes  through  a modern  filtration  and  oh iormauon 
plant  before  entering  the  trunk  main.  The  Chemical  and  bacter,.ilogical 
condition  of  the  water  is  controlled  at  source,  by  routine  samp.u.ng*

General. 

Various  minor  complaints  arose  during  the  year,  in 
respect  to  food.  Verbal  & written  warnings  given.  Smoking  is  still 
carried  on  in  premises  where  it  is  forbidden  by  the  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Also  there  is  lack  of  care  in  attention  to  when  cuts 
& sores  amongst  food  handlers. 

With  regard  to  the  October  & May  Fairs  on  St  Thomas 
Green,  there  is  no  uniformity  in  compliancewi th  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Stall  holders  have  been  Warned  in  advance  that  they  are 
expected  to  comply  with  these  Regulations*  and  warning  letters  have 
been  sent  to  all  concerned.

Routine  Meat  Inspection  continued  at_  the  Slaughter  House 
during  the  year.  The  Slaughter  House  is  owhned  by  the  Co-moil,  but 
leaned  to  private  control* 

The  Standard  of  Hygienic  control  has  been  low  ever  the  past 
few  years.  Pressure  is  now  being  applied  for  improvement's  in  hygiene 
The  structural  aspect  is  also  linked  to  hygiene.  Considerable 
structural  improvements  are  required  to  bring  the  premises  up  to 
the  standard  of  the  new  Regulations,  and  to  comply  with  the  Cruelty 
Regulations,
